in 
counties having large cities. This results 
in one officer in each of the eighty -one 
counties, two in seven counties and 
three in three counties, while in Marion 
county the city of Indianapolis has 
five officers and 
the

one. 
Through the efforts of thee© I IO officials, 
23,367 children were brought into school 
during the 19 02 19 03 term ,—22,1 So to 
the public schools and 1,133 to the pri­ 
vate or parochial institutions. 
This 
was accomplished at a financial outlay 
of 119 ,209 .9 1 for the salaries of officers 
aud $30,215.02 for clothing and books 
given poor children—a total of $39 ,- 
424.9 S, or an average of $1.69 for each 
child brought into school. 
The aid fur­ 
nished was given to 8,618 children, of 
w hom 8,313 weot to Hie public schools 
and 305 to the private schools.
